THEY WILL DEAL WITH FRAN-

Gen. Kennedy of Ohio, Uurtis Giuld of

NEW MOTIVE POWER FOR CITIES 


STREET RAILWAYS AND WAGONS 
WILL BE TRANSFORMED. 


Electricity to Be Superseded and a 
Number of St. Louisans Fig- 
uring on the Purchase 
of Stock. 


The St. Louis of five years hence will be 
a wonderful place if the plans of the St. 
Louis Auto-Truck Company, now being or- 
ganized, are carried out. 

The news of the movement to form this 
company was published exclusively in the 
Post-Dispatch three weeks ago and the an- 
nouncement that a $5,000,000 corporation 
would soon be formed was printed only by 
the Post-Dispatch Sunday morning. 

It is positively known that a number of 
St. Louis capitalists, some of them promi- 
nently connected with local street railways, 
have pledged themselves to subseribe for 
stock in the big concern, the object of 
which is to introduce compressed air to 
supplant electricity as a motive power. 

he scope of the enterprise is most exten- 
sive. As stated in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch 
the St. Lou's corporation wilkbe a branch 
of the company being formed by Richard 
Croker in’ New York. It will aspire to 
serve both the Federal and Municipal Gov- 
renments, in addition to vending its power 
to existing street railway and drayage cor- 
porations. 

The negotiations with the United States 
Government will look to the facilitating of 
the delivery and transportation of mail be- 
tween the main postoffice and the sub- 
stations. Letters and packages are now 
sent from the postoffice to the stations by 
wagon. The company now being formed 
in St. Louis will offer to effect this trans- 
portation of mail by means of compressed 
air through pneumatic tubes. A proposi- 
tion will aiso be made to eauip each letter 
box with a pneumatic tube attachment, con- 
necting it with the .postoffice, so that a 
letter dropped in the box will be con- 
veved at once to the central office. 

To make this possible it will be neces- 
sary for the company to obtain from the 
city valuable franchises permitting the 
laying of tubes under the streets. 

In partial compensation for these privi- 
leges it will offer to perform important 
services for the city. Among these will be 
the equipment of the fire engines and the 
police patrol wagons and ambulances with 
the new motive power.

Trading Unprecedented in Volume and 
, Character of Fluctuations. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—The stock market 
trading this forenoon has scarcely a paral- 
lel in the htztory of the Exchange. Shares 
which, until recently, were attended with 
conservative fluctuations became specula- 
tive footballs and were bandied around five 
and 10 noints on enormous dealings. The 
tremendous bull movement under way in 
the stock market, indicating as it does the 
pulse of the financial ard commercial sit- 
uation, has brought the public into the 
market to an exceptional extent, render- 
ing it impossible for the recogn‘zed market 
leaders to influence trading as in the past. 
The crowds in the brokers’ offices and in 
the galleries of the Exchange were enor- 
mous. 

A large Stock Exchange house posted a 
notice that it would not be responsible for 
trades in odd lots, owing to the enormous 
business in 100 share lots. Brokers gen- 
erally refused stup-loss orders as they were 
impossible of execution. The trading was 
unprecedented in volume and rapidity of 
fluctuations. Enormous purchasing orders 
had accumulated over Sunday. the favor- 
able bank statement assuring easy money, 
and the rumor of a Vanderbilt deal with 
the Chicago & Northwestern being the in- 
centives Fluctuations in the first half hour 
were the highest and the market soon 
broke on short selling and liquidation, but 
again was goirg 
by the coalers. The 
were the following: ee ks & St. L. ad- 
vanced 195, reacted 18 and rallied 5; Penn- 
Sylvania advanced 6% and lost half of the 
ie ua. ca. <2 ; advanced 6%, 
dropped 4; Canada Southern § advanced 
114g, dropped 9%, rallied 4; Union 
Pacific’ preferred ‘and Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit were hammered down 4 and 
New York Air Brake 5%. The grangers and 
Atchison preferred, Chicago & Great West- 
ern, Manhattan, Sugar and various other 
ehares fluctuated 2 to 4 points. New York 
Central advanced 3% and. broke 5 points. 
Large operators were believed to have been 
very heavy sellers during the forenoon, 
taking advantage of the public demand. 
The volume of trading was so great as to 
make it impossible to get much of an idea 
as to the size of the orders. It was cer- 
tain. however, that the buying was by 
the public. In many cases orders were 
refused on account of the impossibility of 
giving them proper attention. The prices 
attained this morning were generally the 
highe:t of this, the largest uninterrupted 
movement in recent years.

VICTORY FOR THE DEAD MAN 


Judge Spencer Holds That a Judgment 
Procured Against a Defunct 
Person Is Inyalid. 


Judge Spencer decided Monday that a 
judgment against a man after his death 
has no legal force. 

The case before the court was that of 


the Weller Maanufacturing Co. against 
the estate of Olford N. Eton. The plaintiff 
was seeKing to enfore against the estate 
a judgment which it had procured against 
Eton in Illinois after his death, 

“Dead men cannot appear in court either 
by attorney or in person; nor at common 
law could jpdgment be rendered against 
them, which were of any force,’’ said 
Judge Spencer in his opinions. ‘The IIli- 
nois court had no jurisdiction over the de- 
fendant at the time of this judgment at 
that want of jurisdiction, though denied 
in Illinois; can still be shown in Missouri 
and, when shuwn, is a complete defense to 
the judgment.” 


EXTRA SESSION IN SIGHT. 


Senator Thurston Thinks It Necessary 
to Pass the Treaty. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.~—In an interview 
summing up the situation of the peace 
treaty Senator Thurston of Nebraska says: 

“Should it appear March 4 that there are 


no more votes in sight for the treaty than 
now, I assume that there will be an extra 
session. Then ratification will be certain, 
for with the newly elected Senators we 
shall have more than the necessary two- 
thirds majority. 

“To-day 40 Republican Senators favor 
ratification, while Senators Hoar, Hale and 
Mason seem to be opposed to the treaty. 
We require, therefore, 20 votes from Dem- 
ocrats and Pepulists. I do not know how 
many of these will finally vote in the af- 
firmative. Democratic opponents seem de- 
termined, if they can, to force the Repu- 
licans to a declaration of purpose; that 
is, to state positively what shall be done 
with the islands after they have actually 
become ours. 

“As a matter of fact, the islands really 
belong to us now. After the ratification 
of the treaty. Congress and the President 
may, in my judgment, be safely intrusted 
with the task of determining whether they 
shall have self-government or remain 
American dependencies. Under no consid- 
eration should any of them be returned to 
Spain, 

“I do not understand that Senator Gor- 
man is unalterably opposed to keeping the 
territory acquired by conquest, but he in- 
sists that there shall be ample opportu- 
nity for debate.’”’ 

Senator Gorman had nothing to say for 
publication.

IH A RACE FOR LFE 


CAUGHT ON NIAGARA’S MOVING 
ICE BRIDGE. 


SEVERAL NARROW ESCAPES. 


by Thousands of Sight- 
seers. 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., Jan, 23.—While 
nearly 100 persons were on the great ice 
bridge in the gorge of the Niagara River 
the ice mass was broken loose from the 
banks at either end. There were thousands 
of Sunday sightseers in the parks and upon 
the upper steel arch enjoying the beauty of 
the crystal-like structure. They heard the 
cracking of the ice and saw the great mass 
as it was moved by the swift current of 
the river and hundreds shouted warning to 
those on the bridge. 

Some of these venturesome persons had 
only gone a short distance from the river 
bank while others were out in the center of 
the bridge and were crossing the river. 
Those near the end soon found safety, but 
further out toward the center were a num- 
ber of small boys. Before they were fairly 
started from the 'shore the great bridge 
was loose from its fastenings. Then it be- 
came a race for life, but the youngsters, 
amid wild shouts, finally reached the shore. 
It was seen then that all except three 
persons had reached places of safety. One 
was a man not far from the other side. 
The others’ Were a man and a woman who 
were fleeing across the i¢e toward the 
Canadian side. The man near the New 
York shore kept his courage well. His 
eyes were directed toward the steel arch, 
under which he would pass if the ice con- 
tinued to move down the river. Onward it 
went and just as he reached the bridge he 
leaped from the ice and caught the arch 
as it rises out not far from the abuttment. 
The man and woman made record time 
sino tae and safely reached the Canadian 
£aore. 

The ice is piled in a great mass about tHe 
abuttments of the upper steel arch, and it 
is rumored that the structure has been in- 
jured, but this cannot be verified. The 
steamer docks on each side of the river 
have been wrecked and the ice has piled 
up close to the inclined railway building 
in the gorge so that it is in danger.

WAS FORMERLY CLERK OF THE. 
CRIMINAL COURT. 


HIS ACCOUNTS WERE CROOKED. 


Man Who Squandered Much Money 
When He Was Prosperous Dies 
in the Hospital. 


Andrew J. Clabby, formerly clerk of the 
Criminal Court, and for many years a con- 
spicuous figure in local political circles, 
died in the City Hospital at 7:40 o’clock 
Monday morning. His death resulted from 
kidney trouble with which he was: confined 
to the hospital since Nov. 22, last. \ 

Clabby was 60 years old, married and the 
father of a large family. At one time he 
was reputed very wealthy, but dissipation 
consumed his money and eventually ruined 
his health. His widow has a boarding 


house on Clark a”’enue. 

The passing of Andren Clabby recalls a 
chapter in his career. 

He was elected Clerk of the Criminal. 
Court on the Democratic ticket in Novem- 
ber, 1875. He was Known around town as 
a good fellow, and his popularity resulted 
in his re-election four years later. During 
his tenure of office it was hinted by poli- 
ticians that Clabby’s books were manipu- 
lated to suit himself. His salary, it was 
urged, was inadequate for the generosity 
he displayed to his friends. Many persons 
complained they could not collect their wit- 
ness fees. 

Finally, in April, 1882, the last year of 
Clabby’s second term, the grand jury. in- 
vestigated his office 

Three days later an indictment was re- 
turned against Clabby. He was charged 
with embezzlement. The amount was not 
stated. 

Judge Henry D. Laughlin, who then. pre- 
sided over the Criminal Court, suspended 
Clabby and placed Patrick Stead in tem- 
porary charge of the office. 

The following year, Staed was elected to 
the position. After many continuances the 
case ag@inst Clabby was stricken from the 
docket. The amount of his shortage was 
not definitely determined, but his bonds- 
men: were required to pay about $2000. 

On his bond were John Loler, a retired 
capitalist, now dead; Patrick McGrath, a 
plasterer, and Patrick and John Sheehan. 

Clabby’s method of embezzlement was 
the same as A] Wagenman is alleged to 
have used. 

Clabby was born in Ireland and came to 
St. Louis over 30 years ago. Though not 
well educated he was intelligent and quick 
to seize an opportunity for turning a dollar. 
He had a:fund of wit and humor and drew 
on it frequently. He was a typical ward 
politician, and studied the local political 
work carefully. He was a valuable man to 
his party, and all he wanted in return was 
an office. He got it and it proved his 
undoing. 


MAY ABANDON CHESTER. 


Insane Asylum Building There Said to 
Be Unsafe. 
SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Jan. 23.—The report 
of the superintendents of five Illinois ineti- 
tutions for the insane sent to examine the 
Chester Asylum will recommend the aban- 
donment of that hospital and that a new 

one be erected at a more desirable spot. 

It was the unanimous opinion of those 
present that the present building could not 
be made safe or comfortable and that a 
new site should be selected and a new 
asylum erected. 

Dr. William A. Stoker, the superintend- 


ent of the Anna Hospital, who spent two 
years at Chester, says that the land on 
which it is situated ig gradually slipping 
into the river and that to save the bulld- 
ing will require the construction of a re- 
taining wall that will cost from $75,000 to 
$100,000. The last Legislature made an ap- 
propriation of $3000 to build a wall, but the 
superintendent, Dr. Frank E. Aute a, decid- 
ed that the expenditure of this money would 
amount to throwing it into the river. The 
other superintendents indoree this action. 

Dr. Stoker is of the opinion that there is 
@ cavity directly in front of the hosp:tal, 
for it appears impossible to keep the place 
filled in and the dooryard now amounts to 
only a narrow drive. The whole place is 
treacherous and landslides that threaten 
the building are frequent. Worse than this 
however, is the situation of the hospita 
from a sanitary point of view. ‘Water from 
the hill comes down into the institution 
and floods the basement and the floors of 
the cells are fast rotting away. The re- 
cent addition to the —. was con- 
structed in such a way, the doctor says, 
that not one ray of sunshine can enter 
the celle at any time and they ere as dark 
as so many dungeons.

REQUEST SENT TO VATICAN. 


It Is That the Christian Brothers’ 
Schools in This Country Be

BOSTON MONEY IN HAVANA. 


An Offer of $3,500,000 Made for 
Warehouses and Wharves. 

HAVANA, Jan. 23.—Boston capitalists are 
Said to have made an offer of $3,500,000 in 
Spanish gold for the San Jose warehouses 
and wharves. The offer is in writing and 
Gelats & Co., the agents of the property, 
are reported as satisfied with the financial 
responsibility of the parties making it. 
avana on Wednes- 
day. The original offer was for a long 
time lease, but this was refused. Some ex- 
isting leases have to be arranged in mak- 
ing the sale. Plans which had been formed 
for renting the warehouses separately have 
been abandoned, because of the probable 
sale of the entire property. The docks have 
nearly half a mile of water front. The 
warehouses are of structural steel. The 
other water frontage and docks are the 
property of the Havana municipality. 
There are large sugar warehouses across 
the bay at Regla, but they have not the 
Same value as the property on the city side 
of the harbor. Most of the importing 
houses have direct trackage with the @in 
Jose warehouses. The parties making the 
offer are credited with various plans, but 
until the transfer is actually carried out 
these will not be disclosed. Gen. Ludlow 
and Col. Black, who is supervising the en- 
gineering work here, have under consider- 
ation a proposition submitted by the syn- 
dicate which controls the street railroads. 
The company was to begin the work of 
changing to electricity without delay. The 
military authorities at first favored the un- 
derground system, similar to that which is 
operated in Washington, but this proved to 
e impracticable, owing to conditions 
which obtain in Havana during tropical 
rains. The authorities are now willing to 
“ede ays trolleys, but want the double over- 
ead system. The company’s representa- 
tives say this is also impracticable, and 
“ab ng permission for a single overhead trol- 
ey. 


NOTED PERSONAGE A SUSPECT. 


Startling Evidence Produced in the 
Cornish Poisoning Case, 

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—In connection with 
the Cornish poisoning case, three scraps of 
paper came into the hands of the police 
by a mere accident about 10 days ago. 


One of them was a blank order filled out 
for a simple package of Kutnow powders. 
The three scraps of paper which were so 
unmistakably written by the same hand 
that penned the original superscription on 
the bottle of poison sent to Harry Cornish 
that both the handwriting experts agreed 
at once as to the Identity of authorship 
of the whole forr. 

But the most startling feature of this or- 
der is the name that is signed to it. This 
name nas been most carefully guarded by 
the volice, but it is said to be that of a 
person so well known and so highly re- 
garded that were the police to accept it 
as real the conclusion that would neces- 
sarily be deduced would be absolutely be- 
wildering. 

The po ice have, therefore, been virtually 
compelled to regard the name as fictitious, 
but will make a rigid investigation.

BREWERIES TO CLOSE 


ENGLISH SYNDICATE NOT SATIS- 
FIED WITH THE OUTPUT. 


REDUCTION OF THE BREW. 


Anthony & Kuhn’s and the Cherokee 
May Shut Down Until Busi- 
ness Has Improved. 


The St. Louis Brewing Association, better 
known as the Brewery Syndicate, is con- 
templating radical changes in the reduction 
of its output in St. Louis. 

It was stated Morfday on the best of 
authority that one plan under contempla- 
tion was the closing of two breweries con- 
nected with the syndicate. The concerns 
most frequently mentioned were the Chero- 
kee Brewery at 2726 Cherokee street, and 
the Anthony & Kuhn Brewery at 1020 
Victor street. Both breweries are said to 


have been running light for some time, 
their output being merely sufficient to sup- 
ply the customers of the two breweries. 

Officers of the syndicate did not deny 
Monday that the closing of these plants 
had been discussed. 

Among the brokers the rumor took defi- 
nite shape, and it was stated positively 
that a contract had been let for the re- 
moval of the machinery of the Anthony 
and Kuhn plants, and that negotiations 
were under way for the closing of the 
Cherokee Brewery. 

The St. Louis Brewery Association resu!t- 
ed from the purchase of 18 St.- Lou:s bre w- 
eries by English capitalists five years ago. 
The only large concerns which did not en- 
ter into it were the Anheuser-Busch Brew- 
ing Association and the William J. Lemp 
Brewing Co. Ever since the formation of 
the syndicate there has been the hottest 
kind of rivalry between the independent 
breweries and those in the combinat:on. 
The result of the union of the 18 breweries 
is said to have been less gratify‘ng than 
was expected, and the curtailing of the 
syndicate’s output is said to be regarded 
by some as ay yreasing necessity. 

Secretary P.*Stock of the Si. Louis Brew- 
ing Association said Monday: 

“There has been talk of closing some of 
our breweries. It may be done, though ho 
definite action has been taken. It all de- 
pends on the volume of business. The con- 
tract which holds the syndicate breweries 
together expires at the beginning of next 
vear. Whether it will be renewed is a mat- 
ter of conjecture, The Anthony & Kuhn and 
Cherokee breweries are still in operation. 
They may be closed before the contract 
expires, if their business is not suffidient 
to warrant their operation.’

Capt. Ceiestin Laroche and John Laroche 
of Point Isabel, Henry Terrell of San An- 
tonio, United States IJ strict Attorney; 
Redford Sharp, Mr. Terrell's assistant; 
James A. McEnery of Magle Pass, special 
Treasurs' agent, and Walter Hudnel) of Sa- 
bine Pass, epecial Treasury inspector. The 
four last named had been to Brownsville 
on official business and the Alma had been 
placed at their serv.ce to facilitate their 
return. 

Friday a fierce gale struck the Alma, 
sending a heavy wave crashing over her. 
By hereulean efforts the sails were reefed 
and the boat headed toward a point of 
land to the westward. Thie they soon 
atruck with a crash and the boat was 
pitched high and dry on Padre Ieland. No 
lives were iost.

Since 1883 American trade with Cape Colony in carriages 
and wagons has increased twenty-fold, and is now more than 
50 per cent of the total, But strangely enough no battleship 
accompanies the vehicles, which got into the market by virtue 
of superior merit and cheapness. Germany has 50 per cent 
of thé bread and biscuit trade with the Straits Settlement, 
but her flag has not disylaced the British colors, which still 
float over the Governor's palace. Victoria buys 80 per cent 
of her hammers in the United States because they are better 
hammers than those made under protection of the English 
flag. While Ergland sells the Canadians one dollar’s worth of 
stuff we sell them two dollars’ worth, and the English trade 
papers are complaining that American steel rails are beginning 
to flood the colonies, Worse than all, for this superstition 
which marries trade to the flag in indissoluble union, we are 
selling pig iron in England and steel rails in Ireland.

Beef Served to the Army. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

During the campaign in Cuba I was Quar- 
termaster Sergeant of Co. E, Fifth United 
States Volunteer Infantry, stationed at 
Santiago. It was my duty to draw from 
the regimental Quartermaster the supply of 
beef issued to the company. Thinking a de- 
scription of the mode by which it was (dls- 
tributed might throw some light on the 
beef controversy, I will state the following 
facts: 

The transports that brought the beef to 
Santiago were moored in the bay aalf a 
mile from the wharf. The meat was brought 
ashore on a small launch. There it fre- 
quently lay exposed’ in the sun for several 
hours awaiting the arrival of the regimental 
wagons. After being loaded on these it 
would be hauled for several miles under 
the rays of a tropical sun. Upon reaching 
camp it was thrown on the ground, where 
it frequently lay for another hour before it 
was distributed to the Quartermaster Ser- 
reants of the different companies. Alto- 
gether five hours frequently elapsed from 
the time the fheef left the ship until] it 
reached the cé@émpany mess for which it 
was intended. Any one who knows any- 
thing of cold storage will understand that 
this length of exposure to a tropical sun 
would spoil any meat, no mattgr how fresh 
it was upon leaving the ship. 

Frequently when it reached our camp the 
beef was in such a condition the surgeons 
forbade its being distributed. 

I do not mean to say that when the beef 
left the transports it was as fresh as you 
will find it in’ the butcher shops of St. 
Louis, but I do state that the bungling 
way in which it was transferred to the dif 
ferent regiments rendered most of it to- 
tally unfit for wee. 

I also wish to state that the canned roast 
beef issued to my regiment was of an in- 


make, a grievance to ventilate, Infor- 
a public service to acknowledge, and 


_ferior quality, and most of it was spoiled. 

|The men positively refused to eat it. The 

canned corned beef was all in excellent

Slate’s Assessment Bill. 
To the Editor of the. Post-Dispatch. 
I noticed. in your issue of yesterday a 
telegram from Jefferson City as to Mr. 
Slate's bill. Missourians are very proud of 


the low rate of interest paid on their State 
and St Louis bonds, but if this bill is 
paseed, most, if not all, of said bonds, will 
be sold out of the State, and perhaps here- 
after they will bear a higher rate of in- 
terest, 

Take a 3% per cent bond held in Missouri, 
and deduct the rate of city taxation, $2.03,- 
you will have the following result: 

$1000 will bring $35, less $20.50, equals $14.50 
interest for year; $10,000 will bring $350, less 
$205, equals $145 ‘interest for year; $100,000 
will’ bring $3500, less $2050, equals $1450 in- 
terest for year; $1,000,000 will bring $35,000, 
less $20,050, equals $14,500 interest for year. 

I recognize that it is right that holders of 
bonds should pay taxes on them, but is it 
right that the e.ty and State should sell 
their bonds with .a very low rate 
of interest, boast of, their high financial 
standing in the world, and take over 5 
per cent of the income derived from such 
investments by the-r own citizens, when 
the bonds held in other States and coun- 
tries will receive the full 3% per cent in- 
terest? 

Missouri would be more prosperous if she 
would not tax her bonds and those of the 
cities and counties of the State. Home 
money, instead of mov.ng out of the State, 
would be invested in home egecurities, prob- 
ably at a still lower rate of interest than 
is now pa.-d. M.

I belleve I can lick Fitz, but I may 
be mistaken.”’ 

All of this was two years ago before 
Sharkey had met Ruhiin, Jeffries and be- 
fore he had had a real mill with CoPbett 
and McCoy. His willingness to meet Fitz 
now makes it appear-as though he was now 
confident of his ability to defeat the cham- 
pion. 


Sam Austin, the best of all the New York 
writers on pugtiism in his report of the 
recent bout between Sharkey and McCoy 
says: 

“The Suilor’s victory was clean cut and 
decisive, and the fact that he fought fairly 
and evinced no disposition to utilize rough 
tactics rather tends to make me believe 
that the stories which came to us from the 
West about his foul work in the ring were 
not wholly true or reliable. The most exact- 
ing judge of boxing would have little to 
criticize in the way Sharkey has fought 
here. In the Corbett affair he was the very 
personification of gentleness as far as one 
can consistently be in a boxing contest. He 
was invariably the first to obey the man- 
dates of the referee. H ‘broke’ fairly and 
always allowed his opponent to step back 
out of danger before the fighting was re- 
sumed. Corbett was not so fair. With Mc- 
Coy Sharkey was equally considerate. Tie 
latter was so shifty on his feet that his op- 
ponent became exasperated at his failure to 
hit him, and when he did get h'm into a 
place where blows could be exchanged he 
worked quickly to get in all he could be- 
fore McCoy clinched. It was this rapidity of 
action which urged many of the spectators 
to believe that he was transgressing the 
rules, but he did not :n a single instance. 

“McCoy probably did himself more dam- 
age and harm in these clinches than he 
possibly could in any other way. He was 
throwing his 158 pounds against a heavier, 
more rugged body, and the projectile suffer- 
ed more from the impact than the resist- 
ng object. The 20-pound advantage in Shar- 
key's favor enabled him to bear down upon 
his rivai with crushing force, and ultimate- 
ly render him powerless to either hit or get 
away. 

“The superb defense which McCoy is gift- 
ed with was practically usefeas to hin 
when he was unable to sidestep away fast 
enough to avoid those swinging punches at 
the stomacna which Sharkey was ting in, 
not frequently, ‘tis true, but often enough 
to be eftectual."’

It Is Here That the Statesman Receive 
Their Friends Who Come to 
the Capital.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—The marble 
room of the Senate has been described 
from time to time, but the descriptions 
have been devot to the interior of the room 
rather than the purposes for which it is 
used. 


the gorgeous display of marble, is a cor- 
ridor about 30 feet wide and 100 feet long, 
immediately in the rear of the main cor- 


ridor outside of the Senate Chamber. It 
is handsomely fitted up with mirrors, 
paintings and costly chairs. It is here 
that Senators receive their friends. 

Before a stranger can enter the marble 
room he or she must be invited by a 
Senator. Representatives, employes, ex- 
Senators an newsvaper correspondents 
whose names are in the Congressional 
Directory have the entree to this room. 
Between 1 and 2p. m. it is usually crowded, 
and a score or more Senators may be 
seen here between these hours. Senator 
Hanns, who next to Senator Mason has 
more callers than any man in the Senate, 
spends much of his time here. 

When there is a call of the Senate mes- 
Sengers rush into the room and invite 
Senators to answer the call. They poke 
their heads through the lobby door, answer 
to their names and return again to their 
interrupted conversation.

The Board of Health made an immediate 
investigation of her and discovered 
ehe had smallpox. She was sent to Quar- 
antine for treatment, but the disease could 
not be checked and her vitality gradually 
,@ave way before it. On the fourth day 
sne Was sent to Quarantine, it became 
she could not live. She was in- 
formed of her approaching death and asked 
Whether there was arvything she wished 
done during the few hours she yet had to 
live. e

She was a member of St. Casimir’sChureh 
at 1621 North Eighth street. Father Pud- 
lowski was its junior priest and had been 
her confessor. He was iaformed of Miss 
Balzerozak’s wish.

ing person wishing it, regardless of the 
disease with which that person might be 
suffering. The star of duty appeared to 
him and he followed it to the loathsome

As a precautionary measure he was vac- 
cinated. But the preventive virus had not 
penetrated his system when he appeared 
at Quarantine. At first, he was refused 
adimittance. But he explained that Miss 
|Balzerozak had asked for the jast sacra- 
‘mem and that his conscience would not be 
sa@t ease until he had administered to her. 
'He was finally led to the woman's side. 
‘She was in a semi-conscious condition, but 
‘the sacrament was administered. Two days 
ago she died. 

Father Pudlowski then returned to his 
home. He hoped he would not take the dis- 

se, but he determined to isolate himself 
rom the other men, 6o that if the disease 
should develop in his system he would not 
pe guilty of communicating it to any one. 
But he became suddenly sick Saturday and 
jon the following day, his physician. diag- 
‘Mosed his case as smallpox. He was sent 
to quarantine, where a few days before he 
had shrived a passing soul. He, too, will 
Probably die. 

_ Father Pudlowski was born ir Germany, 
He came to America when 7 years old. rie 
Was educated in Kenrick Seminary and in- 
itiated into the priesthood last June. He 
Was the first person of the Polish na- 
tlorality to enter the priesthood in St. 
Louis and the event was celebrated with 
iraposing ceremonies. He is greatly ad- 
mired by his parishioners.

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 


What was said last Monday in commen- 
dation of the Grand Opera House stock 
company still applies. It is a most excellent 
organization. The men and women in it do 
the quality of work that one expects to 
see—and very often does not see—done by 
high class traveling companies. It is 
work so good that it challenges criticism. It 
is not the stock company work that St. 
Louis has been accustomed to, The person 


who “writes pieces about shows’ cannot 
give it a bit of perfunctory praise, “‘and let 
it go at that’’-—condoning bad acting because 
the charge for admission is low. This com- 
pany is so strong that when a member of it 
is entitled to censure he or she will get it. 
The playgoing public is very quick to rec- 
ognize a good thing, and it has recognized 
the company at the Grand. Every seat was 
filled last night and there were men and 
women standing up. Others declined to 
stand, and there was an overflow to other 
houses. 

‘The Countess Gucki’ was the bill. The 
play is an adaptation by Augustin Daly of 
a three-act German comedy by Franz von 
Schoenthan. Mr. Daly had it translated, 
then licked it into shape for Ada Rehan, 
and one of the pleasantest recollections 
that the admirers of that statuesque and 
admirable actress have is her delightful 
work in the title role. The plot of the play 
is simple and the theme the old one of a 
battle of wits between a man and a WoO- 
man, in which both lose and both win, for 
they fall in love and get married, Like all 
German comedies it is intensely convefsa- 
tional in the first act, but the action quick- 
ens gradually, and there is a lot of humor 
in the lines and situations. 

Miss Seligman’s interpretation of the title 
role differs essentially from that of Miss 
Rehan. She is pleasing: and at times fas- 
cinating, yet she does not seem to grasp 
the full scope of the character. She is 
too volatile; too trivial Miss Rehan’s 
Countess Gucki was a woman of force and 
power and combined feminine grace and 
charm and woman’s divine intuition, with 
almost masculine decision and intellect. 
She was a masterful, purposeful woman, 
Miss Seligman’s Countess Gucki is friv- 
olous. She impresses Yne with the idea 
that she Se to the dashing Horst 
von Neuhoff, not because of his magnetic 
personality and overpowering audacity, but 
because she was hankering to capitulate to 
a man—to any man. She is all right, a¢- 
cording to her lights, but her lights are not 
the lights of Ada Rehan. Still Miss Selig- 
man is a charming actress and while her 
conception of the character she is portray- 
ing this week is not entirely satisfactory 
it is pleasant to look at her, to hear her 
laugh. 

Hobart Bosworth’s “Horst von Neuhoff” 
igs great. The matinee girls will fall down 
and worship at his shrine. He is an au- 
dacious, plausible, magnetic, irresistible 
young dog, just the sort of man to master 
a masterful woman. It is one of the finest 
characterizations the writer has ever seen 
and far and away better than anything 
Mr. Bosworth has done in St. Louis. 

Mr. Maher confirmed the good impression 
that he made last week. As a diffident, 
proper and jealous youngster—a sort of 
male ingenue—he was as artistic as he 
was as a determined young Irishman. He 
has the art of burying his personality in 
that of the character he depicts and that 
is the art of the good character actor. 
Grayce Scott seems to have it not, though 
she is a charming young woman and makes 
a satisfactory Cilli. Miss Reimer has little 
to do this week, but she does that -ittle ex- 
cellently. Mr. Hamilton as the elderly ad- 
mirer of the Countess does a fine bit of 
work, . 

George Denham was cast for the im- 
portant role of councillor, but an attack of 
grip prevented his appearance. Edward 
Emery learned the part in 24 hours and 
played it so well that Mr. Denham was 
not missed, and nobody can say a more 
praiseful thing of Mr. Emery’s work. Man- 
ager Giffen made no mistake in retaining 
him as a member of the company. 


If there is anything the Matweef-Hugos- 
ton troupe of Russians at the Columbia 
cannot do it is not tn the acrobatic or 
terpsicorean line. There are five of them, 
two women and three men. Though they 
are at the bottom of the bill they hold the 
audience to the last. Another good of- 
fering is the McDonald brothers, Irish and 
Dutch comedy act. Thev have some new 
things which are worth hearing and their 
methods are highly original. 

The three Renos, two young men and a 
woman, do a clever athletic turn, Miss 
Belle Wilton sings sentimental and popular 
songs in her own way. E. M. Hall, who 
was famous as a banjoist twenty years 
ago, is on the bill. His fingers have :ost 
little of their nimbleness; he sings as well 
as ever and he is funny every minute he is 
on e stage.
